ures of a wholesome life that ho may 
add to the sum of his fortune which 
others will spend for him, airi which 
they frequently squander. 
. 


The children are not entitled to ev- 


erything, but only to what'is left after 
death, and the man who does not en- 
joy his money in a reasonable man- 
ner, in orther words spend some of it 
himself upon himself, making his lite 
happier, is not wise. 


Many men become so eager in the 


pursuit of wealth that they lose en- 
tirely their natural capacity for happi- 
ness. 
Such persons go on to the 


end grasping greedily for- the dollars 
It is the only pleasure they find in 
life.

janns. A few minutes later he brought 
the bodies of a boy 9 years of ago

.and sister, clinging tightly to earn 
-other. 


More Bodies in the Wreck. 


Divers who went to the wreck fouiU 


-the bodies of a woman, a girl and a 
boy, and brought them to the surface. 
They were burned beyond reeogni- 
.tlon. The divers said there are more 
bodies in the wreck, thus bearing out 
the statement made a day or two ago, 
• after it was thought the wreck had 
been cleared, that many bodies re- 
mained under tbe entanglement Jl 
-timbers and machinery. 


One body was found floating in the 


>ilver near Hiker's' island by the crew 
• of a four-oared barge of the Metropol- 


itan Rowing 
club, 
while 19 were
